Many persons interested in the Hongkong 
and Whampoa Dock Company, Limited, and 
-especially those who-have followed the recent 
‘events connected withthe proposal to-build a. 
new dock, will not be surprised to-learn that a 
report has gained currency to the effect that 
the Directors recently invited tenders for 
the lengthening of the Admiralty Dock at 
Kowloon, From what we have.been able 
to gather in the course of inquiries, Messrs. 
Punchard, Lowther and Company, who are 
at present engaged upon the Naval Yard 
Extention Scheme, vsubmitted a tender 
amounting to $275;000, while a careful 
estimate, based upon. figures obtained 
some two years ago in lengthening the 
dock by 50 feet, places the cost at 
a little over one-third of the .amount 
estimated by ‘the Admiralty’ engineers. 
This opens a new point so far 
as the Board of Directors is concerned, 
although it may be recalled that in dealing 
editorially with the question on the 
qth ‘July last, we mentioned that if 
it were at all feasible the oppositionists to 
the proposed — schenie favoured the 
one fur the lengthening of the Dock.

I made a 
sub-cottract with four firms with reference to 
the iron-works, The firms were Sing Wo 
Hoi On, Yau Lee, and Ting Soon, These 
firms are in Hongkong, These contracts, 
were made by my foreman and were verbal, 
The first three firms were for wrought iron 
and Ting Soon was to supp'y the cast iron, 
{made a separate contract with Ying Choon 
to supply and put ia the glass, and ke was to 
charge for cich pane of glass, The roof was 
included in the brick layer’s work and I was 
to supply the tiles. I purchased the bricks 
required for these fifty houses, not in one 
whole lot, but at different times and from 
different people. [cannot say who I bought 
the bricks from for Lot 1,107, I began 
building first on this Lot. I began the brick- 
work on this Tot some time in May or June 
last year, I finished all the walls of these 
houses on Lot tto7 in December. I did not 
have a matshed over the buildings.

the initial cost ofthe mill being higher than 
originally estimated.

LAND GRANTS AND GENERAL VALUE 
‘OF LAND: . 

The available amount of building land in 
Hongkong, except in the New Territory, is so 
limited th basforman 
a very high price, and land premia and Crown 
rents form a considerable portion of the 
Colonial revenuc. Land in private hands has 
proved to be a most lucrative source of wealth 
to its owners, while at the same time its 
scarcity and high value have tended ‘to’ raise 
house-rents to’ such an extent as to seriously 
embarrass large numbers of Chinese and Euro- 
pean tenants. Very extensive reclamation 
works have been and are still being successful- 
ly carried out, and-farye areas of level building 
ground have thereby been created.
